Dear Lloyd: 

We have been going around in circles, so 1 thought I should send you 
this bulletin by letter. 1 attended the White House breakfast last 
Wednesday, which turned out to be a lively and revealing affair. The 
consensus, as I read It, is that the President's program is Inadequate 
with regard to Iran and Afghanistan, especially Afghanistan. There 
is also a great deal of skepticism about the sincerity of his con- 
version. I enclose a copy of my letter to Cy about the discussion, 
plus a newspaper report about a speech by Kazemzedah. I think there 
really was a consensus, as George said, although none of the doves 
spoke at all. The discussion of Afghanistan started with a question 
of mine, and went on with Schlesinger, George Ball, Rumsfeld, Kirkland, 
Huntington* Walt, etc. 

It is absolutely essential that the President's speech and program be 
big enough, and strong enough, to carry the day. What about a bi- 
partisan foreign policy? F.D.R. appointed Stlmson and Knox in 1940, 
didn't he? It wouldn't hurt him politically.
